$2,000,000 CHICAGO BEACON 
WILL BE LARGEST IN WORLD 


It Is to Be Erected on a 1320-Foot 
Tower As Guide for Flyers 
at Night. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—Elmer 
G. Sperry, head of the Sperry 
Gyroscope Co. of Brooklyn, has 
given the City of Chicago'the larg- 
est aeronautical beacon in the 
world. ‘It is a 1,200,000,000-candle- 
power searchlight to be placed on 
a 1320-foot tower on top of a loop 
skyscraper. The total cost of the 
beacon is estimated at $2,000,000. 

Topping by more than 300 feet 
the Eiffel Tower of Paris, now the 
highest structure in the world, this 
beacon will have a lens 63 inches 
in diameter and will flash its rays 
250 or 300 miles for the guidance 
of night flyers. Sperry says it 
will be possible to read a newspa- 
per by the light at a distance of 
30 miles. 

On clear nights mail flyers leav- 
ing Cleveland for Chicago will pick 
up the light after the first 18 miles

JQUOR TRIAL 


This Makes Total of 40 
From Madison County— 
85 of 105, Before Court 


at Springfield, Ill. 


OF THESE 45 
WILL FACE JURY 


Many of Those Who Admit 
Charges Against Are Ex- 
pected to Be Used as 

_ Witnesses.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 27.— 
The ragtag and bobtail of Madison 
County’s extensive liquor business 
—the petty grafters, truck-drivers, 
runners, still-tenders and purvey- 


ors of miscellaneous services of 
doubtful character—assembled in 
the old-fashioned United States Dis- 
trict Court room here today to give 
an account to the GoOvernment of 
their illicit works. 

In the indictment that lay on 
Judge FitzHenry’s desk are 105 
names. The charge is conspiracy, 
the legal dragnet that has made 
the Federal Court the terror of law 
violators. To make matters still 
worse for the ill-dressed group of 
men in the defendants’ chairs, 23 
of their number previously had 
pleaded guilty and 17 more pleaded 
guilty at the forenoon session. The 
rol] call showed 85 defendants 
present, of whom 45 are left to 
face trial. Selection ofa jury be- 
gan in the afternoon. Many of 
those who pleaded guilty will be 
used as Government witnesses. 

Only 11 Still at Large. 

That is why there was a look of 
confidence in the face of United 
States Attorney Provine as the pre- 
liminaries were run through. He 
has a real case and his confidence 
is bad news to the mer! at the bar, 
& worse portent in fact than the 
consideration that they are to be 
tried before a Judge noted for his 
sternness—the man who sent the 
Colbeck gang to the penitentiary 
from Quincy four years ago, 

Only 11 of the 105 defendants in 
the case are still at large. 

Among those who surrendered 
and gave bond are O. O. O’Brien, 
the fat former Police Magistrate 
of Alton, who bared his soul in a 
series of articles in a St. Louis 
newspaper—stories of petty graft 
such as are likely to be duplicated 
on the witness stand many times 
this week. 

Those Pleading Guilty. 

Pleas of guilty at this morning’s 
session were entered by the follow- 
ing, who are residents of Alton ex- 
as otherwise’ specified: John 
Knowles, William Allred, Geo.

WRECK OF FORD 
AIRPLANE WASHED 
IN WITHOUT PILOT 


Discloses That Harry 
Brooks, Flyer, Unbuckled 
Safety Strap Before Fall- 
ing Into Ocean Saturday. 


BODY EXPECTED 
ON TIDE TODAY 


If Not Brought in by After- 
noon, It Likely Never 
Will Be Recovered, Say 


Fishermen.

SEBASTIAN, Fla., Feb. 27.—The 
Ford “flivver” plane, which disap- 
peared into the Atlantic Ocean 
Saturday night off Melbourne was 
washed ashore near here this 
morning. No trace was found of the 
body of Harry Brooks, who was 
piloting the plane. 

The plane was badly damaged. 
One wing had been torn off by the 
waves, and the fabric of the other 
was stripped. The propeller was 
broken and the fuselage wrecked. 

The plane was loaded on a truck 
and brought into Sebastian. Ford 
officers said it would be sent to 
Jacksonville. The search for 
Brooks’ body continued by air- 
planes, boats and a motorcycle 
patrol. 

Sea Continued Rough. 

The sea, which prevented boats 
from going to the wrecked plane 
yesterday, continued rough this 
morning. 

Sam Baker of the Ford rescte 
party, said an examination of the 
cockpit of the plane showed that 
the strap was unbuckled. Ford 
employes had stated that Brooks 
was strapped in his seat when 
the plane took off on its ill-fated 
hop from Titusville Saturday. 

Brooks apparently freed himself 
from the plane just before or after 
it hit the water, in the opinion of 
Kenneth Flusher of Melbourne, 
who discovered the plane. He said 
it had apparently been left by the 
preceding tide and was lying up- 
side down on the beach, clear of 
the water. Some of the instru- 
ments were missing, he said. 

“The safety straps’ were loose, 
as if they had been unbuckled by 
the pilot to free himself from the 
plane,” said Flusher. 

Flusher: had been employed by 
the Melbourne representative of 
the Ford Motor Co. to patrol the 
beach by motor cycle. 

Almost total demolition of the 
body of the plane obliterated any 
other indication which might have 
been found of Brooks’ actions be- 
fore or after the drop. 

Body May Wash Ashore Today. 

While search for Brooks went 
forward, fishermen, familiar with 
such matters, ventured the opinion 
that the body would be brought in 
by the tide this afternoon, if ever. 
They said that if the body did not 
wash ashore by high tide at 8 
o’clock this afternoon it -probably 
never would be found. 

The right wing of the plane was 
dismantled by the Ford rescue par- 
ty in order to get it on the truck. 
The cowling was beaten off the 
engine, evidently by the waves, but 
the engine appeared to be in good 
condition. The fabric appeared to 
be in fairly good condition and 
the word “Ford” was easily de- 
cipherable under the ring wing. 

The under carriage was broken 
off and the wheels of the plane 
were off. The plane was found 
three miles from here across the 
Indian River and one mile up the 
beach from the inlet. The Ford 
rescue party was headed by R. P. 
Southern of the Ford agency at 
Jacksonville and Baker of the 
Same agency at Fort Lauderdale. 
They superintended the transfer of 
the wrecked plane’ from the beach 
to a truck for removal to Jackson- 
ville. 

Was Seen to Fall Saturday. 

Brooks was seen as he passed 
over Melbourne Saturday  fter- 
noon. His plane had gone only a 
short distance out to sea when it 
suddenly nosed down and disap- 
peared. Search for the plane and 
its occupant, begun immediately, 
was hampered by rough seas. Sea- 
planes located the plane yesterday, 
four miles north of Sebastian, onée- 
half mile off shore, with the tip of 
the wing exposed. The plane ap- 
peared to be in a buoyant position. 
Two fishermen took off in a sea 
skiff for the scene and attempted 
to get a line around the exposed 
wing, but were forced back by the 
roughness of the sea and fear that 
they would capsize their craft. 

Pilot Brooks was bound for 
Miami after having established 
a. new world’s record of sustained 
flight fc: airplanes of less than 40 
horsepower in his more than 9$00- 
mile flight f »m Detroit to Titus- 
ville. Miami had been his objec- 
tive, as it had been on one previous 
occa.ion- wher ice forming on the 
wings of his little plane forced him 
down near Asheville, N.C.

TEACHER A WITNESS. 
AGAINST. X-ANG 


Testifies Against Hiram Reed, 
Accused of Trying to Kill 
Her With Dynamite. 


By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, IIL, Feb. 27.—lIola 
Bradford took the witness stand 
before a crowded courtroom here 
today at’ the trial of Hiram Reed, 
once her fiance who is accused of 
attempting to kill her with dy- 
namite placed in the stove of the 
schoolhouse where she was a 
teacher. 

In a close-fitting black satin hat 
and a navy blue fur-trimmed coat 
that she has worn each day of the 


trial, eens spoke - in-.a., 
voice so low that those sitting a 


few feet away had trouble hearing 
her. She said she had taught 
school a year and three months. 
Her father was Herbert Bradford, 
a Presybterian minister. 

The State’s Attorney had _ the 
witness relate in detail the conver- 
sations she and Reed had on dif- 
ferent occasiéns as to her ap- 
proaching motherhood. She told 
of the times Reed had brought 
medicine from different doctors for 
her to take. The defense was over- 
ruled in its objections to these 
conversations. 

She said Oct. 21' Hiram brought 
her a bottle of medicine from a 
Peoria doctor with a big red label 
“poison” on it. He explained to 
her that it would make her very 
sick and if she took too much it 
might be fatal 

“But no matter how sick you 
get,”” the witness quoted Reed as 
saying, “don’t tell where you got 
the medicine.” 

Miss Bradford testified that Reed 
and she drove to the school on the 
night of Oct. 20 and he unlocked 
the door with a skeleton key, after 
saying he wanted to see if the key 
would work. Hiram turned his 
flashlight around the room and 
finally on the stove and asked what 
make it was, she said. It was the 
same stove later blown up when 
Miss Bradford tried to start a fire. 

Miss Bradford said when she 
arrived at the school the morning 
of Dec. 1 she went out and got a 
coal scuttle full of'corn cobs. She 
threw a few into the stove on top 
of some paper and added a couple 
of matches. Stepping back she 
waited for the fire to start. That 
was the last she remembered until 
she found herself on the floor. 
Staggering out of the door, she 
said she waved with her uninjured 
arm to the children to call her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Howard Clegg, who lived 
a few rods away. 

She described the scene at the 
Clegg home, the night before the 
explosion,, when Hiram came to 
see her. She said he appeared 
very nervous and smoked ‘many 
cigarettes. He asked her if she had 
taken a bottle of medicine he had 
brought her from a doctor and she 
said she had not. She said that 
after talking over several places, 
including Davenport, Ia. they 
agreed they would be married in 
Springfield, Ill. Final arrange- 
ments were made that night of 
Nov. 30. 

Under interrogation by State's 
Attorney H. O. Hanson, Miss Brad- 
ford charged Reed with responsi- 
bility for her condition. 

“You loved Hiram Reed, didn’t 
you?” inquired Defense Attorney 
George’ Sprenger. Without hesita- 
tion, the girl answered in a low 
voice, “Yes, sir.” 

There were tears in the eyes of 
Hiram’s mother. Mrs. Isabelie 
Bradford, mether of the witness, 
was notin court. She had attended 
every other session.

Five persons were killed when 
the driver of their automobile ap- 
parently attempted tb: beat an Il- 
linois.

The train, a two-car special, was 
on its way to St. Louis from Peoria 
with 46 students of Chaminade Col- 
lege, St. Louis County. It ap- 
proached Nameoki crossing at a 
speed of 55 miles an hour, about 
4:25 a.m. William H. Clutter, the 
motorman, of Granite City, in a re- 
port to traction company officials, 
said he observed the automobile 
when it was 300 feet west of the 
crossing and sounded the usual 
crossing whistle. The driver of the 
machine, believed to have been 
Douglas, the owner of the car, 
slowed down within a hundred feet 
of the crossing, then increased 
speed, according to Clutter, and 
sent his car up the  seven-foot 
grade directly in the path of the 
train. 

The impact of the collision ripped 
away the pilot of the train and 
shattered the vestibule glass, but 
Clutter escaped injury. He brought 
the train to a stop about 1500 feet 
past the crossing and found the 
wreckage of the automobile 
wedged beneath the front plat- 
form. 

With the assistance of Jerry Jor- 
dan, the conductor, and a number 
of the student passengers, the 
wrecked machine, containing the 
bodies of two of the male victims, 
was extricated.

ABOARD MISSING 
OF NEW YORK 


Passenger Had Engaged Pi- 
lot to Meet Incoming 
Liner to Greet a Woman 


By the Associated Press. > 
NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—A flight 


in the freezing cold of Saturday 
afternoon by a pilot and @ passen- 
ger who wanted to meet an fncom- 
ing liner and wave a greeting to a 
woman passenger, is believed to 
have added two more names to the 


list of flyers lost at sea. 

The two missing are Walter Hen- 
dricks, 27 years old, of ‘Kew, Gar- 
dens, Long Island, a professional! 
pilot, and the passenger is believed 
to be Dave Staggert, whose address 
is unknown, 

They took off from Curtis Field, 
Long Island, Saturday afternoon 
with a four-hour gasoline supply 
and nothing has been heard of 
them since. Search by air and wa- 
ter failed to bring any trace of 
them or their plane. 


No Trace of Pianc. 


Hendricks’ fellow aviators feared 
the plane, which was not equipped 
for landing on water, ‘had “been 
forced down with a frozen engine. 
It would not have remained long 
afloat and the only hope was that 
the flyer had landed near some 
small ship which did not have a 
radio. | 

‘An area of several hundred miles 
off Fire Island was scanned yes- 
terday from a plane hired by a man 
said to be a brother of Staggert. 
M. M. Merrill, field manager of the 
Curtiss Flying Service, who piloted 
the rescue plane, said visibility was 
good and they were able to exam- 
ine the ocean surface for 100 miles 
and also’ searched all the sandy 
coves and beaches along the way. 
Coast Guard cutters also searched 
the waters off Fire Island.

The missing passenger visited 
several hangars at Curtiss Field 
Saturday afternoon and attempted 
to hire a plane and pilot. He said 
he wanted to fly out to meet an in- 
coming liner to wave the first

Railroads are not 
private property; they aree public 
highways in which private parties 
have acquired a property interest 
by the investment of funds dedi- 
cated to public use.

Example of Assistance Given. 

How. early such aid began may 
be seen by the fact that the State 
of Maryland granted a subsidy of 
$500,000 to the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad in 1828, and seven years 
later gave the same road $3,000,- 
000. The public investment was 
really the vitalizing spark that 
started t railroads into exist- 
ence. 

The facts in the next few para- 
graphs are taken from Prof. Rip- 
ley’s work just cited, and from two 
informing books by Cleveland and 
Powell, “Railroad Finance” and 
“Railroad Promotion and Capital- 
ization.”” I have run some of the 
data back to the original sources 
and, finding them correct, 
taken the rest as they stand. 
far as I know, 
lenged. 

About 155,000,000 acres of pub- 
lic land have been granted to rail- 
roads and actually passed into rail- 
road possession. This equals 242,- 
000 square miles; four times the 
area of New England, more than 
the combined area of France, Bel- 
gium and the “Netherlands, not 
quite twice the area of the British 
Isles. 

Value of Grants and Subsidies. 

Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin 
gave from 20 to 25 per cent of their 
area to railroads. Nebraska gave 
one-seventn of her area and Cali- 
fornia one-eighth ‘ef hers. Count- 
ing land ag worth only $3 an acre, 
Wisconsin, by 1874 had grantea 
$21,000,000 to aid railroad devel- 
opment—fully half the iegitimate 
cost of building and equipping all 
the railroads then in the State. I 
doubt if much Wisconsin land sold 
at $3 an acre in 1874.

RED ARMY CELEBRATES 
SOVIETS ANNIVERSARY 


Women Shouldering Rifles Join 
Parade While Children Sing 
Revolutionary Songs. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Feb. 27.—Amid the 


roar of. batteries from the Krem- 
lin, the biaring of\mammoth bands 
and deafening cheers from the 
multitude, the troops of the Red 
Garrison of Moscow swept by the 
tomb of the soviet hero, Lenin, 
yesterday, in a gala parade in cele- 
bration of the tenth anniversary of 
the Red Army. 

Commissar of War Clemeny 
Voroshiloff reviewed and later ad- 
dressed the troops. Alexis Rykoff, 
Michael Kalinin and other soviet 


leaders stood on top of the Lenin 
Mausoleum shouting greetings and 
receiving thunderous applause 
from the onward sweeping col- 
umns. 

The parade was held in glitter- 
ing morning sunlight with the 
temperature 17 degrees below zero. 
The troops were followed Ly 
armed workers—men and women 
shouldering rifles and wearing gas 
masks—Red Cross nurses, and 
boys and girls singing revolution- 
ary songs. 

Soviet Russia’s military academy 
which combined the military sci- 
ence of old and rxew methods 
showed its results in the parade 
as old and grizzled czarist veter- 
ans, marched shoulder to shoulder 
with young communist command- 
ers. 

Voroshiloff, former metal work- 
er, received the parade. His talk 
to the troops seemed intended us 
much for the benefit of tle vari- 
ously uniformed foreign military 
attaches who were present. The 
general idea that he conveyed 
was: “You who plot against us 
see with what”* you would have to 
reckon if ever you should try to 
defy ub.”

The New York Times Thinks It Has Thrust Prohibition Into the Presidential 
Campaign—The World Thinks the Air Is Not Much Cleared by Answers to 


The Borah Questionnaire. 


MR. HOOVER REPLIES. 

From the New York Times. 

ECRETARY HOOVER has done only 

the expected in answering Senatot Bor- 
ah’s question relating te prohibition. Inti- 
dentally, he sensibly declines to submit 
himself to questionnairés on every Kind of 
subject. This is apparently Meant as ad- 
vance notice to Mr. Willis that the Secre- 
tary of Commerce will pay no attention to 
the long list of questions which the Ohlo 
Senator has said that he was prepared to 
put to Mr. Hoover. These relate to his 
earlier vehture into politics, his support of 
President Wilson in 1918, and various oth- 
er mattérs relating to the League of Na- 
tions, the World Court. and, worst of all, 
that “international-mindedness” which is 
above all things abhorrent to the home- 
keeping Senator Willis. He may ask Mr. 
Hoovew about all these things, but he will 
get no answer. 

To Senator Borah the Secretary of Com- 
mercé frankly states his position. Speaking 
strictly to the point of the Volstead act, 
he remarks that it is the law, and that who- 
ever is President must take an oath to see 
that this and all other laws are executed. 
So far,.this is But common form. iIt does 
not differ from what Gov. Smith has said. 
It is probably the sort of declaration which 
will be made in the platforms of both po- 
litical parties. But Mr. Hoover goes fur- 
ther. He declares that he does not favor 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment. 
Moreover, repeating what he has, in effect, 
said before, he speaks of the attempt to 
enforce prohibition in this country as “a 
great social and économic expériment. noble 
in motive and far-reaching in purpose.” 
This may well be true as regards many of 
those who originally favored the Bight- 
eenth Amendment, though not a few even 
of them are now ready to confess that the 
experiment has broken down. On this 
point Secretary Hoover says nothing. 

His statement will be considered by poli- 
ticlans in two aspécts. The first is its ef- 
fect on the Ohio primary. There it can« 
not fail to throw the plans of Senator Wil- 
lis Out of gear. He was going to claim a)! 
the prohibition votes in Ohio as his peculiar 
preserve, since he was the driest as he is 
the loudest of the drys. But he can scarce- 
ly do that now. Mr, Hoover’s letter will 
be sadly disconcerting to the Willis man- 
agers. They had reconetied themselves, as 
best they could, to seeing the chief Ohio 
cities, Cleveland, Toledo, Cincinnati and 
Columbus, turn away from Senator Willis 
mainly because he is too dty. but they had 
counted upon a tremendous vote for the 
Senator in the rural districts, where prohi- 
bition is still.a kind of sacred symbol. But 
now Mr. Hoover's words will go out to the 
women and farmers in the interior of Ohio, 
and will doubtless win from them many 
votes in the presidential primary next 
April. This result will be looked upon by 
the workers for Willis as due to an astute 
political move by Secretary Hoover, by 
which he may obtain the support both of 
the wet cities and the dry country in Ohio. 

The second aspect of Mr. Hoever’s an- 
swer to Senator Borah is national It will, 
if Mr. Hoover is nominated at Karisas City, 
enter the presidential canipaign. With 
what effect? It would be rash to prophesy 
anything, except that tt will) undoubtedly 
tend to Dring forward and intensify the 
prohibition issue. Those who, in either 
party. hope to hush it up and lenore tt are 
bound to fall. It may prove te be like « 


sword thrust into both parties, causing dat- 
visions, bittérness and a great shifting of 
votes. But however it works, whatever the 
political surprises it may entail, there it is. 
The more politicians, ike Senator Reed of 
Missouri, try to keéép silence about it, the 
more millions of people will talk of it. Aft- 
er what Secretary Hoover has said, all the 
Mrs, Partingtons who can be gathered into 
the national convention of either party can- 
not sweep back that rising sea. 


THREE PIOUS MEN. 
From the New York World. 
R. BORAH has now put his prohibition 
questions to three presidential candi- 


dates and had three answers. Let us see 
what they do to clear the air of hypocrisy 
in the matter of enforcement. 

Senator Curtis of .Kansas, first on MF.

Senator Willis of Ohic pledges himself 
to “put ferth every effort to see to it 
that the eighteenth amendment is obeyed.

ination and election.” 

Now Secretary Hoover. cailing prohibition 
“a great social and economic experiment, 
noble in motive and far-reaching in pur- 
pose,” promises to support the Volstead 
act and to favor “éfficient, vigorous and 
sincere enforcement.” 

Three very dry gentiemen, one might 
think; yet what do they really say?

The End Is Not Yet 


ABIN CARR undoubtedly will 

raise the Olympic pole vault 
record at Amsterdam to 14 feet 
or better—just about three feet 
higher than the first Olympic 
revival figure set in 1896. 

Three feet in three decades is 
a whale of an increase. It is 
above 25 per cent. A decade ago 
they were wondering if 13 feet 
was not above the “possible,” in 
this form of competition. 

Carr’s performances are typi- 
cal of athletic pregress in gen- 
eral as a comparison” of the 
marks made in 1896 with those 
of 1924 will prove at a glance. 
The first Olympic records were 
hardly better than. schoolboy 
marks of today; and a Japanese 
girl recently ran the 100 meters 
in 1 1-5°seconds better time than 
was made at Athens in 1896! 


Those who stand in amazement 
at the wonderful athletic feats 
of today are apt to think that 
the limit has been reached But 
net in this age, when we are 
growing bigger and better men 
and perfecting methods of train- 
ing and of competition. 


Amsterdam probably will fur- 
nish several new marks that 
may seem astonishing today, but 
which will be in the discard be- 
fore a generation has passed. 


DDIE REITH, a local boxer, 
has been reinstated by the 
local district Amateur Athletic 
Union after a short professional 
lapse.

greatest athletes of the past. 
Their names were completely 
wiped off the books; and today 
no trace of sheir great careers 
is to: be found in the official 
publications of the A. A.. U. 
In Duffy's case it was shown 
that he had accepted more than 
the legal portion of “expense 
money” from meet promoters— 
as many hundreds of tahletes: of 
the past and perhaps the present 
have done whose records have 
not been wiped out. 


In the case of Thorpe, a still 
more ridiculous sittation exists. 
Thorpe was found guilty of 
having* played “btsh league” 
baseball during vacation periods 
under-an assumed name, to earn 
pin money while going through 
college. ‘Therefore they wiped 
out all his amateur track reo- 
ords and took away the magni- 
ficent trophies he won as the 
winner of the Olympic Decathlon 
at Stockholm. 


In the case of these two men 
the punishment does NOT fit 
the crime. And now that both 
are old and out of competition, 
even as professionals, the A. A. 
U. .could do a lot worse than re- 
store such parts of their per- 
formances as were unquestion- 
ably amateur., 


That Thorpe should be de- 
prived of amateur track and 
field honers for an offense in 
BASEBALL, transcends all the 
injustices we have heard of in 
the athletic world.

ITH only two weeks remain- 


ing C. C,. Pyle has not yet 
lined up his profit-producing 
points along even the first half 
of the trail of his trans-conti- 
nental footrace. The reute at 
present ends at St. Louis and 
it may not invade St. Louis, at 
all.
